Currence, Ì am as yet totally unacquainted 
with excepting that the fire commenced 
in the gun-room; but Ll have written for 
the appointment of a Court of Enquiry, 
which will, l hope, lead toa discovery 

of the circumstance. En 

Crowded with people as the ship was at 
the tinne, the loss of life might have been 
expected to be considerable, 1 have good 
hope however that the number who have 
perished is not great. ì 

Jt is matter of the ‘deepest satisfaction 
to me under this trying calamity, and 
subject of (he highest gratitude to Divine 
Providence, that all the females on board 
at the time, and the helpless children were 
saved ; indeed all my passengers without 
exception escaped. 

— It is also gratifying to be able to remark 
that the utmost order ard subordination 
prevailed in the ship to the last -mnoment, 
not a man attempting to geit her or desist 
from his: exertions, ll Ì gave the order;

Letters of the Ì]th ultimo, from Nahn, 
have come to hand, From these we 
glean the following particular: The ex- 
treme severity of (he weather still continu- 
ed; the snow lay six inches deep, and 
seme of the camp folfowers had perished 
from cold. The detachment of Nounce 
had been relieved an the 5th, by the Light 
Infantry Battalion, which being supplied 
with shelter and firewnol, would be 
enabled to brave the inclemency of the 
season. Bulbuddur Singh having coilected 
a considerable quantity of provisions, was 
endeavouring to throw himself into Jytuk. 
He had with him 400 armed men, and 600 
coovlies. 

We have advices from Ramgur up 
to the 10th. Colenel Ochterlony had 
nearly surrounded Malown; the garrison 
of which, arnounting to about {700 men, 
was much pressed for provisions. Ît 
would therefore in all likelihoad soon 
surrender. From the Ist of the month, 
it rained almost incessan{ly. On the 8th, 
a very heavy fallof snow occurred, and 
was succeeded by severe frost, which kil- 
led many goats, sheep, &c. Notwithstand« 
ing the severe hardships which they had 
endured, both officers and men were in 
high spirits, and confident of ultimate 
SuCCEess. 

We have little news from General J. S. 
Wood’s camp, which, at the time of the 
most recent advices, rernained stationary 
at Bhansy. On the 15th ultimo, Mis 
Majesty's 17th Regiment of Foot marched 
towards Gorruck pore, with orders, it was 
supposed, to jein Major General G.
